Scientists Find 

NEW ORLEANS I Scientists have discovered 
a gene needed to start puberty, zeroing in 
on it by studying families in which cousins 
have married each other. 

The find could lead to more effec- 
tive treatments for youngsters who fail to 
mature sexually, and could shed light on 
the causes of other reproductive disorders, 
researchers said. 

Three sets of researchers in the United 


Puberty Gene 

States, France and England identified the 
gene simultaneously. 

One good copy of gene No. 19 is enough 
to start puberty. But two defective copies — 
one from each parent — can keep the body 
from maturing, a condition that usually can 
be treated with hormones. 

However, this one gene does not give all 
the answers; environmental factors, such as 
nutrition and exercise, also play a role, (ap) 


With death in the balance, 
Muhammad reverses course 

VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. | Two days after firing 
his attorneys and taking over as sole coun- 
sel in his capital murder trial, sniper sus- 
pect John Allen Muhammad fired himself 
on Wednesday and handed his defense back 
to his court- appointed lawyers. 

It was another strange twist in a trial 
in which Muhammad had stunned the 
judge and even his own attorneys when he 
demanded the right to represent himself just 
as opening arguments were 
to begin Monday. 

After court adjourned 
Wednesday, lawyers Peter 
Greenspun and Jonathan 
Shapiro expressed relief 
that Muhammad had 
changed course. 

“You don’t know how 
emotional it is for a lawyer with death on the 
table to be sidelined in deference to a defen- 
dant’s right to represent himself,” Shapiro 
said. Prosecutors declined comment. 

Joseph Bowman, a criminal defense lawyer 
who has handled death penalty cases in Virginia, 
said Muhammad likely inflicted damage on 
himself during his self-representation. 

But “the one thing he may have done that’s 
positive is he revealed himself to the jury 
as a human being,” Bowman said. “He may 
have made it more difficult to recommend 
a death penalty.” matthew barakat (ap)

FAA; Planes to Fly Closer 
Together to Add More Routes 

Beginning in January 2005, the 
government will allow planes to 
fly closer together at high altitudes 
to make more routes available. The 
Federal Aviation Administration 
will allow planes to fly with at least 
1,000 feet between them and planes 
above or below them when they’re 
between 29,000 and 41,000 feet. 
Now the distance must be 2,000 
feet. The narrower separations will 
improve safety by giving control- 
lers more options when rerouting 
flights around bad weather, the 
FAA said, (ap)

Commercial Nuclear Reactor 
Starts Making Bomb Material 

The Watts Bar Nuclear Plant has 
resumed operation — making it the 
only commercial nuclear station in 
the United States producing both 
electricity for homes and factories 
and isotopes for bombs. The sin- 
gle-reactor station, owned by the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, was 
listed at 44 percent of full power 
and ascending Wednesday, said 
John Moulton, a TVA spokes- 
man.

Rumsfeld: Al Qaeda 
Hunt Going Slowly 


Defense secretary’s 
memo paints stark 
picture of terror war 

WASHINGTON | The United States 
faces “a long, hard slog” in the fight 
against al Qaeda, Defense Secretary 
Donald H. Rumsfeld said in a memo 
raising questions about the future of 
the war on terrorism. 

Rumsfeld said the U.S.-led coali- 
tions would win in Afghanistan and 
Iraq, but so far have had mixed 
results. He wrote that the United 
States “has made reasonable prog- 
ress in capturing or killing the top 
55 Iraqis” but has made “somewhat 
slower progress” tracking down top 
Taliban leaders who sheltered al 
Qaeda in Afghanistan. 

“My impression is that we have 
not yet made truly bold moves. 


although we have made many sen- 
sible, logical moves in the right direc- 
tion, but are they enough?” Rumsfeld 
wrote in the memo, dated Oct. 16 
and first reported by USA Today 
on Wednesday. 

Rumsfeld said Wednesday he 
sent the memo to keep top Pentagon 
officials thinking about the broader 
implications of the war on terrorism. 

The memo also raised the possibil- 
ity of creating a new team or agency 
in the federal government specifical- 
ly to fight terrorism worldwide. 

The Pentagon released a copy 
of the memo, addressed to Deputy 
Defense Secretary Paul Wolfowitz, 
Joint Chiefs of Staff Chairman Gen. 
Richard Myers and two of their dep- 
uties. In it, Rumsfeld offered a much 
more stark assessment of the global 
war on terrorism than he often gives

GOLDEN, COLO. | A videotape of the 
Columbine High School gunmen 
shooting at trees and bowling pins 
six weeks before they killed 12 class- 
mates and a teacher was released to 
the public Wednesday. 

The tape of Eric Harris and 
Dylan Klebold, who committed 
suicide after the rampage on April 
20, 1999, shows at least four differ- 
ent weapons, including automatic 
rifles, shotguns and a pistol. 

The tape was released at the urg- 
ing of the Jefferson County sheriff’s 
office and a task force established 
by the attorney general’s office, both 
of which want to make evidence in 
the case public, (ap)

Officials say they don’t 
suspect terrorism in 
S.C. toxin incident 

WAS H I N GTO N | A vial containing the 
deadly toxin ricin was found inside 
an envelope at a South Carolina 
postal facility, federal officials said 
Wednesday. The FBI was investigat- 
ing but terrorism was not suspected. 

A letter inside the envelope ref- 
erenced legislation in Congress 
involving truckers and included 
an extortion threat against the 


government, according to a fed- 
eral law enforcement official who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

“Based on the evidence obtained 
so far, we do not believe this is 
linked to terrorism but is related 
to threats criminal in nature,” said 
Brian Roehrkasse, spokesman for the 
Homeland Security Department. 

Postal Service spokesman Gerry 
McKiernan said the suspicious enve- 
lope was discovered last Thursday 
by a worker processing mail at the 
airport in Greenville, S.C. The letter 
was sent to the Centers for Disease 


Control and Prevention, which deter- 
mined the vial contained ricin. 

Tests on the envelope and the 
outside of the vial showed none of 
the toxin escaped, McKiernan said, 
adding it’s not believed any workers 
or the public were exposed. 

Ricin is derived from the castor 
bean plant and is relatively easy to 
make. When inhaled or ingested, 
fever, cough and shortness of breath 
can occur within eight hours. Death 
can come between 36 and 72 hours 
after exposure. There is no antidote.

Niagara Falls Survivor 
Says He Wanted to Die 


NIAGARA FALLS, ONTARIO | The 
man who walked away virtu- 
ally unharmed from a plunge 
over Niagara Falls said he had 
been suicidal, but the experi- 
ence made him want to live. 

The comments contradict state- 
ments from authorities suggesting 
Kirk Jones was simply a daredevil 
— the latest in a long line who have 
sought to conquer Niagara Falls. 

Jones, 40, remained hospitalized 
in good condition Wednesday. 

In a telephone interview with 
ABC News, Jones said he did not 
want to go on living when he climbed 


into the churning Niagara River on 
Monday. “But I can tell you now after 
hitting the falls I feel

B living,” he said.

Mark von Hagen, a Columbia 
University history professor, said in 
his report to the Times that Duranty 
“frequently writes in the enthusias- 
tically propagandistic language of 
his sources.” 


“For the sake of The New York 
Times’ honor, they should take the 
prize away,” von Hagen said in an 
interview Wednesday. 

No Pulitzer has been revoked 
since the prizes were first awarded 
in 1917. Washington Post reporter 
Janet Cooke returned her prize in 
1981, after admitting she had fab-

Bush Reaches Out 
To Islamic Leaders 


Muslims use meeting 
to ask president about 
U.S. policy, attitudes 

BALI, INDONESIA I President Bush tried 
to convince skeptical Islamic lead- 
ers Wednesday that America is not 
biased against Muslim nations. 

During a brief stop on this 
Indonesian resort island, he pre- 
sented his case in a meeting with 
moderate religious leaders. 

“I felt he was a quite warm 
person,” Azyumardi Azra, a Muslim 
scholar at the National Islamic 
University in Jakarta, said afterward. 
“He responded and he listened.” 

En route to Australia aboard 


Air Force One, Bush recounted the 
meeting for reporters. “They said 
the United States’ policy is tilted 
toward Israel, and I said our policy 
is tilted toward peace,” Bush said. 
He said he reminded them that he 
was the first American president to 
support a Palestinian state. Bush 
also said there was a sense among 
the religious leaders that Americans 
believe Muslims are terrorists. “I 
wanted to make it very clear that I 
didn’t feel that way,” he said. 

Still, Ahmed Hasyim Muzadi, 
chair of the country’s largest Muslim 
organization, said it would take 
many more discussions to con- 
vince him U.S. policy would address 
Muslim worries, terence hunt (ap) 


India Advances Proposal 

Gesture meant to smooth relations with Pakistan 


NEW DELHI I India unveiled major 
proposals Wednesday to improve 
relations with Pakistan. 

The proposals cover human con- 
cerns such as allowing athletes to 
compete in India- Pakistan cricket 
matches and letting fishermen go 
about their trade without fear of 
arrest. The pronouncements were 
the most extensive efforts so far to 
heal the wounds from a December 


2001 attack on India’s parliament 
complex. New Delhi blamed 
Pakistani-based militants. 

Also, for the first time in 13 
years, India said it would meet with 
members of the separatist move- 
ment in India’s portion of Kashmir, 
the country’s only Muslim-majority 
state. But it did not offer to negotiate 
the issue with Pakistan.

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I North Korea 
rebuffed President Bush’s proposal 
to give it multination security assur- 
ances if it agrees to scrap its nuclear 
weapons program, saying the offer 
was “not worth considering.”

FALLUJAH, IRAQ I Iraqi insurgents 
have stepped up attacks on U.S.

the northern city of Mosul and in 
the heart of the capital. 

“We’ve had an average num- 
ber of engagements from 20 to 
25 [daily],” said Lt. Gen. Ricardo 
Sanchez. “We’ve seen a spike up to 
35 in the last three weeks.” 

Sanchez said he believed oper- 
atives of the extremist Ansar al- 
Islam, a group linked to al Qaeda, 
as well as members of Osama bin 
Laden’s organization are operat- 
ing inside Iraq. However, Sanchez 
acknowledged that there are no 
confirmed al Qaeda operatives in 
U.S. custody. 


Meanwhile, one day before a 
donor conference begins in Madrid, 
Spain, U.S. officials appealed to 
reluctant allies Wednesday for 
billions of dollars for reconstruc- 
tion. Kuwait promised “generous 
aid,” but France and Germany again 
said no, at least for now. 

U.S. officials downplayed the

Edge Upward 


FORT WORTH, TEXAS I In the dear- 
est sign yet of a slow recovery in 
the airline industry, the parent of 
American Airlines reported a tiny 
profit in the third quarter after a 
string of crushing losses since the 
beginning of 2001. 

AMR Corp. said it earned about 
$1 million in the July- September 
period on revenue of $4.6 billion, 
topping Wall Street’s expectations. 
AMR lost $924 million in last year’s 
third quarter. 

The results marked a stunning 
turnaround for the world’s largest 
airline, which has lost $6.4 billion 
in the past 2 1/2 years and nearly 


filed for bankruptcy in April.

Despite the upbeat report, AMR 
shares fell $1.24, or 8.3 percent, to 
close at $13.66 Wednesday on the 
New York Stock Exchange.

In the film “Zero Day,” open- 
ing Friday at Visions, director Ben 
Coccio refuses to make monsters of 
his two teenage anti-heroes, Calvin 
and Andre. They’re capable, intel- 
ligent, sensitive and disciplined — 
dare we say normal? Except that 
Calvin and Andre meticulously 
document their yearlong prepara- 
tions for the delivery of a violent 
wake-up call to their high-school 
classmates. 

Their discontent is no more win- 
try than any adolescent. Calvin and 
Andre can be funny, sad, goofy, 
wry. They like guns, samurais and 
video cameras, and if they subli- 
mated their frustrations a differ- 
ent way they’d be a threat only to 
Quentin Tarantino. Instead, they’re 
hoping for a first and last appear- 
ance on CNN. 

Coccio’s first feature, which 
uses a cast of non-professional 


actors, stars Calvin Robertson and 
Andre Keuck (the latter is current- 
ly studying at George Washington 
University), who deliver critically 
favored performances as the “army 
of two.” 

The detailed diaries of the char- 
acters depart from their real-life 
models at Columbine High in that

MACAROON KING: Learn to make pastry chef Pascal Rigo’s almond macaroons 
and multitudes of other French treats in “The American Boulangerie” cookbook. 


B A K I N G I Just as the days are getting 
shorter and cooler and our desire 
to fire up the oven is kicking into 
gear, here comes a terrific crop of 
new baking books from some of the 
nation’s top pastry chefs. 

In THE SECRETS OF BAKING: SIMPLE 
TECHNIQUES FOR SOPHISTICATED 
DESSERTS (Houghton Mifflin, 
$35.95), Spago pastry chef Sherry 
Yard breaks down restaurant-glam- 
orous desserts into basic compo- 
nents that we can master (ganache, 
caramel, pate a choux, laminated 
doughs), then shows us how to 
assemble them into impressive cre- 
ations. Yard explains, for instance, 
that the financier, which she calls 
“the easiest cake in the world,” can 
be a rich, moist base for a number 
of sophisticated desserts. 

Star-spangled on the cover, 
AMERICAN DESSERTS (Clarkson 
Potter, $27.50) is Wayne Harley 
Brachman’s third book. Brachman, 
whom you might know from the 
Food Network, spent 10 years as 
pastry chef at Mesa Grill in New 
York. He offers dozens of American 
classics — pies (apple, lemon chif- 
fon) and cobblers; cakes and plenty 
of frosting (from devil’s food to car- 
rot cake with cream cheese frost- 
ing); puddings and custards; dough- 
nuts and super fudge brownies. 


There’s nothing really new here, 
but it’s such a complete collection 
of excellent versions of American 
classics that you’ll want to put it on 
a handy spot on your shelf 

Pascal Rigo’s THE AMERICAN 
BOULANGERIE (Bay Books, $34.95) 
is more focused; it’s subtitled 
“French Pastries and Breads for 
the Home Kitchen.” Rigo grew 
up just outside Bordeaux, and his 
dreamy Boulangerie Bay Bread in 
San Francisco is filled with treats 


from southwest France such as 
canneles, chocolatines (which is 
bordelais for pains an chocolat or 
chocolate croissants) and tender 
almond macaroons you find in 
Saint-Emilion. Happily, he includes 
all these in the book. 

Altogether, it’s a terrific, defin- 
itive collection of the most classic 
French baked goods, charmingly 
written and gorgeously photo- 
graphed.

Honey Baked Apples With Caramel Sauce 

Baked apples are a favorite classic dessert, for which chefs never tire of working out delectable variations. 
Dressing up the apples with a creamy caramel layer is one such variation, a rather sophisticated twist that’s still 
disarmingly simple to make. 



BAKED APPLES: 

6 Golden Delicious 
apples 

1/2cup honey 

1/2 cup (1 stick) butter 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 


CARAMEL SAUCE: 

1/2 cup water 
2cups sugar 
1 cup heavy cream 
1/4 cup (1/2 stick) butter 
1/2cup pecan pieces 


TO PREPARE BAKED APPLES: Core apples with melon 
bailer or round teaspoon to form cavity. Stand apples in 
buttered baking dish and set aside. 

In asmall saucepan, heat honey and butter until 
blended. Remove from heatand stir in vanilla. Fill cavi- 
ties of apples evenly with honey mixture. Bake at 350° F 
for 45 minutes or until apples are tender. 

TO PREPARE CARAMEL SAUCE: While apples are bak- 
ing, pour 1/2 cup of water into heavy saucepan. Pour 
sugar into center of pot, keeping itfrom sides of pan. 
Bring to boil over high heat. Continue boiling until syrup 
isthickand straw-colored, about 15 minutes. 

In separate saucepan, heat heavy cream to simmer. 
Remove sugar syrupfrom heat; slowly whisk hot cream 
into syrup until smooth. Whisk in butter; stir in pecans.

What’s your reaction to the 
Recording Industry Association of 
America’s latest news that they will 
send warning letters before dumping 
lawsuits on suspected file sharers? 

Good first step. This action still 
doesn’t solve the underlying con- 
cerns I raised before. You are not 
going to change the behavior of 60 
million people through the use of 
lawsuits alone. 

How do you feel about the RIAA 
blaming online music piracy for 
their drop in sales? Do you think 
other factors, like the economy, 
could be just as much to blame? 

The online piracy is certainly a 
factor in sales reduction; however, 
so are high prices. It is clear that 
consumers deserve to have more 
legal and affordable online down- 
loading options. 

What do you think of the new guy 
running the recording industry? He 
doesn’t seem like a “music” kind of 
person. What sort of experience 
does he bring to this situation? 

I am a big fan of the “new guy.” 
The issue here is not just a music 
issue, it is a “meeting consumer 
needs issue.” It’s solving a problem 
in a “reasonable way” issue, and the 
new guy, Mitch Bainwol, has a his- 
tory of getting that done. 

I know it’s a little off-topic, but who 
were some of the acts you worked 
with before you were in Congress? 

I was a roadie for 10 years after 
1969. I drove a truck for Jethro 
Tull. Carried some equipment 
for Savoy Brown. I worked jobs in 
Philadelphia and Maryland. One 
of my jobs was to stand behind 
the big Marshall amps and make 
sure they didn’t fall over. ... That 
was a long time ago in a universe 
far, far away.
